Annual pause for the Pledge of Allegiance 


To the editor: 

At 7 p.m. (EDT) on Flag Day, June 14, Americans all across the 
nation will pause to recite the Pledge of Allegiance to our flag. While 
most of us know the words of the pledge, there are a large number 
who do not know of its origin. 

Mr. Francis Bellamy, an ordained minister of Rome, NY, is cred- 
ited with the authorship of the original pledge. It was he who, on the 
eve of the 400th anniversary of the discovery of America, initiated a 
campaign for the establishment of a national holiday on Oct. 12, to 
celebrate the day on which Columbus discovered America. In his 
concept, he envisioned that flags should be flown over every school- 
house and public building from coast to coast. 

In the material that he nationally circulated, he wrote, “Let the 
flag float over every school-house in the land and the exercise be 
such as shall impress upon our youth the patriotic duty of citizen- 
ship.” He also included the original 23 words of the Pledge that 
he had developed. “I pledge allegiance to my flag and the repub- 


lic for which it stands, one nation indivisible, with liberty and. 


justice for all.” Thus it was, that on Columbus Day in October 
1892, the Pledge of Allegiance was repeated by more than 12 mil- 
lion public school children in every state in the union. The word- 
ing of the pledge has been modified three times. In 1923, the words 
“the flag of the United States” were substituted for “my flag.” In 
1924, “of America” was added. On Flag Day, 1954, the words 
“under God” became a part of the pledge. Thus, the 23 words have 


become 31 words. 

By a joint resolution on June 9, 1966, Congress requested the Presi- 
dent to issue annually a proclamation designating the week in which 
June 14 occurs as National Flag Week and calling upon citizens of 
the United States to display the flag during that week. 

The idea of the annual Pause for the Pledge of Allegiance origi- 
nated in 1980 at the Star-Spangled Banner Flag House in Baltimore, 
MD. Since then the concept has swept across the country in a 
grassroots movement supported by a broad oa of individuals, 
organizations, and businesses. 

The National Flag Day Foundation, Inc. was created in 1982 “to 


conduct educational programs throughout the United States in pro- | 
motion of National Flag Day and to encourage national patriotism by ° 


promotion of the Pause for the Pledge of Allegiance.” On June 20, 
1985, the 99th Congress passed and President Reagan signed Public 
Law 99-54 recognizing the Pause for the Pledge of Allegiance as part 


- of National Flag Day activities. It is an invitation urging all Ameri- 


cans to participate on June 14, at 7 p.m. (EDT) in reciting the Pledge 
of Allegiance. The effect of this simple ceremony, which transcends 
age, race, religion, national origin, political and geographic differ- 
ences, is a stimulating patriotic experience at home and a sign of 
unity abroad. Duty - Honor - Country

KALKASKA — East Jordan’s 
baseball team couldn’t strike lightning 
twice. 

The Red Devils surprised a lot of 
people when they knocked off favored 
Elk Rapids, 6-5, in extra innings in the 
Division 3 regional semifinal game at 
Kalkaska High School last Saturday. 


But they couldn’t duplicate the effort _ 


in the regional against Standish- 
Sterling. 

Yes, they did benefit from a little 
good fortune when the Elks made some 


fielding blunders to open the door for a 


four-run fourth inning. 

Elk Rapids, champion of the Lake 
Michigan Conference this season, was 
26-5 and had its ace pitcher, Brandon 
Isenhart on the hill.

1-0 lead. All but the East Jordan fans in - 


attendance considered it only the 
beginning of what would soon be a 
flood of runs for Elk Rapids.

East Jordan then experienced its own 
misfortune when after holding the 
Elks’ vaunted offense at bay: through 
the first five innings its starting pitcher 
suddenly lost command of his pitches.

With the noise level reaching 
increasingly high decibels, East Jordan 
was in jeopardy of losing its compo- 
sure, and perhaps the lead ... maybe 
even the game. 

Elk Rapids tied the score, and the 
game went into extra innings. Just that 
quickly, the fortunes of the game 
swung in favor of the Elks. 

Rather than get down on themselves 
for squandering what once appeared to 
be a comfortable lead, the Red Devils 
kept playing hard and kept their heads 
in the game. ;

' Seizing the moment, junior Scott 
Hansen ripped a shot through the 
middle of the infield to drive Kraemer 
home with the winning run. 

East Jordan’s miracle run ended in 
the regional finals, where Standish- 
Sterling handcuffed the Red Devils 
hitters and emerged with a 4-0 victory.

East Jordan should feel proud of its 
tremendous effort in beating a very 
good Elk Rapids team in the semifi- 
nals.
